There 
is 
no doubt the crowd that waylaid the El­ 
ders for the avowed purpose of whipping 
them, intended to handle them roughly 
and shot one of them in the heat of the as­ 
sault, and then scattered iu fear of what 
they had done. It appears that for years 
there bas been a sort ot Mormon headquar­ 
ters on Lookout Mountain trom whence 
Elders were sent through Carolina, Ten­ 
nessee, and Upper Georgia and where con* 
verts were8ent to wait for the crowd be­ 
fore leaving for Utah. Several parties 
have been already shipped off and the 
surrounding country has been infested 
with eiders ever since. The appearance 
of a Mormon Elder always created excite­ 
ment in the moral community. 


GOVERNOR SMITH’S 
ACCEPTANCE. 
On being introduced to the Convention 
after his 
nomination, Governor Smith 
spoke as follows: 
Mr, President and Gentlemen of the Conven­ 
tion : 
I am informed by your committee that 
this convention, representing the Republi­ 
can party of Wisconsin, has beeo pleased 
to tender me a renomination for the office 
if Governor. 
I beg to return to you, gen­ 
tlemen, and to the constituencies you rep­ 
resent, my most sincere and cordial thanks 
for this compliment and high honor. 
Although not advised as to the exact 
phrase jlogy of the resolutions which you 
have adopted, yet there is such animity 
>f sentiment among Republicans upon all 
the important ques ions of the day that 
there is no reason to apprehend that your 
platform will not be quite satisfactory— 
every plank sound; every proposition hon ­ 
est—and I therefore very gratefully accept 
year nomination. 
The Republican party, now, as for the 
past twenty-five years, is firmly anchored 
to the immutable principles oi right and 
justice; therelore it stands committed to 
national unity, 
national equality, and 
national liberty. 
It believes in the honest 
payment of honest debts in honest money, 
by the nation as well as by individuals,and 
mat the highest standards of commercial 
integrity should govern the one do less 
than tne other. 
Not claiming lnlalibility, it nevertheless 
unhesitatingly inyites the closest scrutiny 
of its record during all the troubled years 
of its existence; while carrying on a gigan­ 
tic war for the preservation ot the nation, 
and settling the great questions connected 
with reconstruction aud resumption, it 
proudly claims that all its purposes have 
been pure, aud all its aims for the advance­ 
ment of the honor, the prosperity, and the 
happiness of the people in all sections of 
the Union. 
It reviews with deep regret the rean­ 
nouncement in Congress and elsewhere of 
the dangerous theories which have once 
culminated in unprovoked rebellion; but 
it manfully accepts the issue thus tendered 
to it, and reaffirms its purpose unflinch­ 
ingly to maintain the legitimate results of 
the war, as embodied in the natural con­ 
stitution aud the laws passed pursuant 
thereto, aud will defend them whenever 
and by whomsoever assailed. 
It demands that every legal voter shall 
have opportunity, unconstrained by force 
and unawed by fear, to approach the bal­ 
lot box aod there deposit bis vote ; that the 
votes (bus deposited shall be honestly 
counted and fairly canvassed ; and that it 
is the duty as well as the right of the 
United States, to provide all necessary and 
sufficient guarantees to this end. 
Thanking you once more for this re­ 
newed expression of your confidence and • 
esteem, I beg to say that I have full confi­ 
dence that the people, at the polls next 
November, will ratity 
the nominations 
you this day make, and assure you that for 
the future, as in the past, it shall be my 
earnest endeavor to discharge my official 
duties in such manner as shall promote 
the welfare of the state, and at last. bring 
no discredit upon the fair fame of that 
party whose quarter centennial we this day 
commemorate,—proud of its past and 
most hopeful cf its future. 


Madison, July 23—The committee on 
resolutions reported, and the report was 
adopted, as follows: 
The Republicans of Wisconsin, by their repre­ 
sentatives assembled in state convention, de­ 
clare their adhesion to the following proposi­ 
tions: 


FIRST. 
The Republic of the United States is a nation, 
not a confederacy of sovereign states, and its 
government is clothed with a permanent author­ 
ity for the regulation of all su bjects of national 
concern. 


s e c o n d . 
The elections of memoers of Congress are na­ 
tional elections, and as such the whole country is 
interested in having them fairly and peacefully 
conducted, so that every voter may be afforded 
an opportunity to exercise Ms right of suffrage 
freely and without fear of personal violence, to 
vote once and only once at a given election, and 
to have his vole honestly counted and returned. 
It is the duty of the national government to en­ 
force thisrignt. The Republican party is opposed 
to any military interference with elections, ex­ 
cept whtn it is necessary to maintain the public 
peace ana protect the constitutional rights of 
citizens. In no instance under a Republican ad­ 
ministration have United States troops interfer­ 
ed with the exercise of free suffrage on the part 
of the people. The Democratic party, by the 
votes of :is representatives In Congress against 
the proposition to prohibit the presence in the 
vicinity of the polls not of United States troops, 
but of all men armed with deadly weapons, has 
clearly shown the bad faith and hypocrisy of its 
affected horror of bayonets 
at 
the polls. It 
would permit an armed mob of its own partisans 
to surround the ballot-box, but would prohibit 
the employment ot United States soldiers to pro­ 
tect peacelui citizens from intimidation and vio­ 
lence at the hands of the mob. 


T H U D . 
The refusal of a mere majority In Congress to 
make appropriation* ol money already collected 
by tax from the people for the ordinary and ie 
gitlmate expenses of the government, with the 
puiposeof compelling the president by such re­ 
fusal to approve a measure wnich he regards as 
unwise auh wrong, were revolutionary in princi­ 
ple, subversive oi tbe constitution and deserving 
the condemnation of ull good citizens. 


FOURTH. 
The practice of attaching what is popularly 
termed apolitical riders” to appiopriation bills 
is vicious legislation, and should be prohibit­ 
ed. 


F IFT H . 
The thanks and grateful recognition of the peo­ 
ple are due to rresiuent Hayes and to tne Re­ 
publican members of Congress for their firm and 
successiul resistance to me attempts made by 
tbe Democratic party to disarm the national gov­ 
ernment, on election days and to repeal all law 
for protecting me security of the ballot box and 
providing lur the detection and punishment of 
fraudulent voting. 


SIXTH. 
The successful resumption of specie payments 
nae vindicated me wisdom of me RepuDJlcan 
policy on that •utiject, and afforded a signal illus­ 
tration of the lack of honesty aud ol statesman­ 
ship which led the Democratic party to oppose 
resumption, and to declare that it was impossi­ 
ble. it has already born* precious fruits in en­ 
abling the government to fund its debt at four 
percent, interest, au economy of many millions 
per annum, in promoting a feeling of confidence 
and security mat is already giving a poweriul 
impulse to all business and industrial pursuits.

That it is the duty of Congress to enact law s 
to carry out the provisions of the constitution, 
with its amendments, and secure to the people 
of the Stale the ngnts guaranteed bj Ii, and 
tnat tho laws, when enacted, are supreme and 
must be obeyed and enlorced, and the recent at­ 
tempts of me Democratic Congress to repeal and 
strike from the statue books such laws, some ol 
which were placed there by our lathers, and have 
been enforced nearly a century, bas no parallel in 
the history of the country.

“There m aj be more in thy philosophy 
Than ere ihou dreameet OL” 
One oi the most rental kable cases on re­ 
cord, ot peculiar interest to the metaphysi­ 
cians, the medical fraternity and people 
generally, has come within the observation 
ot the people ot Rosedale lately, in the 
person ot a Mrs. PowellsoD, who has been 
under the care of Dr. Thorne for the treat­ 
ment ot a disease ol the liver and the stom­ 
ach. 
Mrs. Powellson is a widow, whose hus­ 
band died about three yeare ago. 
She 
resides four miles trom Rosedale, and has 
lately moved into town so as to he constant­ 
ly under medical care tor cancer of the 
stomach and ulcerations of The liver. 
For three years her disease Mfd caused 
Violent spasms to take place, but nothing 
outside of the ordinary conditions of such a 
state was observed until six weeks ago, 
when the physical condition ot the patient 
underwent a wonderful change, the bi ly 
alter each spasm becoming seemingly dead, 
while, according to Mrs. Powellson’a state­ 
ment, the mind became treed entirely and 
journeyed to an unknown realm which she 
minutely describes. 
Mrs. Powellson is well known »o the 
people ot Rosedale, and is a strict Metho­ 
dist. lier veracity is unquestionable, and 
her statements, which may seem incredu 
Iou:*,and have nothing but her simple word 
as proof are not to De scoffed at as deception 
concocted tor the purpose of gaining no­ 
toriety, or to delude people. 
She states 
things which are to her actual facts, and 
are believed rn as sincerely as any physical 
(act is believed by a natural philosopher. 
When the spasm overcomes her she sub 
tors intense pain; her medical advisor de­ 
scribes her contortions 
as terrible to 
behold. 
From this she parses into a slate 
oi seeming death, in which the most ded­ 
icate instruments ut the medical profession, 
in the hands ot the experienced practioner, 
tail to discover the slightest sign of anima­ 
tion. A compound stethoscope reveals a 
faint thrill in some ot the arteries, not a 
pulsation or ff>w of blood, but simply a 
thrill. It is certainly not actual death, aud 
yet is so much akin to it as uot to be de­ 
lected by the present instruments, however 
delicate they may be. 
When in this latter condition the won 
dcriul occurrences which she afterwards 
described look place. The first time that 
she became so affected lasted thirty mla 
uiea. Since then the periods of inanition 
have been from five minutes to three hours 
and haye continued during the last six 
weeks. 
Mrs. Powellson states that on becoming 
so affected, her mind or soul becomes de­ 
tached from her body, and, clothed in the 
personality of the body, goes into the spirit 
world. On her first trip everything about 
tier wa9dark until her husband took her 
by the hand and led her to the light. Toe 
place where the disembodied spirits live is 
similar to this world, except that the air is 
c.carer, the colors brighter, the waters 
clearer and the 
inhabitants 
happier. 
Everything is described as more beam ful 
than bere, and the picture drawn by her 
is ravishing. 
lier husband, who was sixty-seven years 
old at the time of his death, appeared to 
her to De in bi9 prime. Ile had a physical 
personality, capable of feeling a substance 
aud felt like an ordinary person to the 
touch. 
People there were described as 
needing no food nor physical pabulum to 
'Ustain life aud consequently had no need 
lo labor for support. They were in schools, 
jtudying an i constantly seeking to advance 
in knowledge. 
Mrs. Powellson is torty-one years of age 
w tin her mental powers in good condition 
w hen out ot her peculiar slate. 
Her case 
is a strange one, to which no exact parallel 
exists within the knowledge of learned 
medical men who have examined her. 
Dr. Joshua Thorne gives as his opinion 
ti.at it is one of numerous similar but uot 
parallel cases, where owiug to peculiar 
cord mons the mind is treed from the baser 
material of body and braio and roams at 
liberty in another sphere from 
beld 
oi ly by a slender vital thread, sufficient to 
retain the soul or mind from breaking 
away entirely, and yet too weak to retain 
it firmly in the body. 
Mrs Powellson is in such a condition that 
while she may linger for months, the prob­ 
abilities are that she will die suddenly in 
the next few weeks. She hss not eaten 
enough to keep her alive under ordinary 
circumstances, and she makes her asser­ 
tions with the knowledge that her death 
within a short time is certain, 
Want of space forbids giving the details 
and the general facts are given to the pub­ 
lic tor consideration without comment.

A SAFE EXPERT. 


H is W o n d e r f u l P e r f o r m a n c e s a t t h e 
P a r i s E x h i b i t io n . 
New York News. 
For forty years past, and up to bis 
death, which occurred a short time since. 
Frederick Rader, an intelligent American 
artisan ut German birth, has lived at 
No. ‘Jo Ninth avenue. He learned black­ 
smithing before emigrating to this coun­ 
try, and upon his arrival found employ­ 
ment in a safe factory, lie soon acquired 
a knowledge of the construction of safes 
that was unsurpassed, and attained con­ 
siderable reputation as an expert. 
His 
knowledge of locks was not remarkable, 
but every joint and bolt in a safe was as 
laminar to him as the print in a news­ 
paper. 
When disarranged locks resisted 
the skill of experts, and it was necessary 
to procure the contents of a sate, Bader 
was always called in to force the doors or 
break open the safe. His plan of opera­ 
tion was simple. A common cold chisel, a 
heavy hammer, and a stout jimmy were 
the only teals he used. Ile first examined 
a sate by tapping it gently until the sound 
directed him to a pregnable point, which 
he attacked, in an incredible short space 
of time he invariably succeeded in ripping 
off tne plates ut steel and iron as though 
they were sheets ol tin. He has operated 
in every section of this country, and his 
exploits abroad some years ago may yet be 
remembered. 
The most remarkable event 
occurred during the summer of 1867, when 
the rivalry between American and English 
safes was intense. 
At the 
Paris exhibition In August, 
1867, Mr. Chatwood, the maker of Chat­ 
wood^ invincible “intersected” steel bank 
safe, claimed to have the most secure of 
all sates, and goaded the American manu- 
lacturers to accept a published challenge 
to turnish a safe for a trial test. 
After a 
lew preliminaries the challenge tor the 
champion safe in the world and 30,000 
francs was 
accepted by a New York 
manufacturer and the stakes were depos­ 
ited 
The articles 
of agreement were 
drawn up, and requested tne trials to be 
conducted under the supervision of a com­ 
p a n y of five engineers—two English, two 
American, the four thus appointed to select 
a French engineer as the tilth. Both sates 
wt-re to be publicly operated on in the 
Cnainpe de Mars, with burglars' tools, 
each contestant being allowed to eelect his 
workmen and tools to operate Jon the safe 
ol his rival. The committee selected was 
Paul Uaullot, Robert Mallett, Robert F . 
Fairiie, Joseph E. Holmes, and Thomas 
I i Pickering. They resolved to furnish 
each competitor with a marked block of 
wood, about six inches by two iuches by 
three inches lo be placed iu the most se­ 
cure compartment of their sale, the pro- 
duction of either block being lo be deemed
